GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
POR  THE  AREA. 


LABORATORIES : - 

pacilities  are  provided  by  the  y/est  Riding  County 
Council  and  specimens  may  he  sent  to  the  Laboratory 9 County 
Hall,  Wakefield. 

AMBULANCE  PACILITIES 

The  Council  provides  an  ambulance  for  the  removal  of 
cases  to  and  from  hospital.  The  driver  and  a nurse  who 
accompanies  each  case,  are  employed  by  the  Council.  During 
the  year  508  cases  were  conveyed  in  the  ambulance. 

■ The  Coun\3il  may  authorise  the  use  of  the  ambulance 
for  non-residents.  This  is  on  condition  that  the  radius 
Of  travel  is  no  more  than  70  miles  and  the  charge  is  one  ^ 

shilling  per  mile,  with  a minimum  of  one  pound. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  the 
Council’s  isolation  hospital  in  a horse  drawn,  vehicle.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME:- 

The  Barnoldswick  Hospital  P\md  ond  District  Nursing 
Association  employs  a fully  qualified  nurse  for  this  purpose. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  and  CLINICS 

The  ¥/est  Riding  County  Council  provides  a Child 
Welfare  Clinic  which  is  well  attended. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  County  Council  provides  a dispensary  for  special 
diagnosis  and  consultation, 

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

Cases  are  treated  at  Leeds,  Bradford,  Keighley  and 
at  the  Victoria  Voluntary  Hospital,  Burnley. 

HOSPITALS 

(a)  GENERAL. 

The  majority  of  cases  are  treated  at  the  Burnley 
Victoria  Hospital  and  the  others  at  the  Leeds  General 
Infirmary  and  Bradford  Royal. 

(h)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  Council  maintains  a small  hospital  with 
accommodation  for  twelve  cases. 

The  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  Burnley  Joint 
Hospital  Board  to  receive  any  cases  of  small-pox  occurring 
in  the  district. 

(c)  MATERtaTY:- 

There  is  a certified  midv/ife  in  the  district  who  is 
an  employee  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 


FACTORIES . 

96  visits  were  made  in  regard  to  sanitary 
conveniences,  drainage,  cleanliness  and  water  supplies  etc., 
in  mechanical  and  non -mechanical  factories.  The  premises 
were  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  defects  Drought 
to  the  notice  of  the  responsible  persons  wore  given 
attention.

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
this  work  v/hich  includes  the  collection  aaid  disposal  of 
domestic  and  trade  refuse,  the  cleansing  of  streets, 
surface  water  gullies  and  the  cleansing  of  tanks  and  pails, 

Puhlic  cleansing  is  in  operation  throughout  the  whole 
district  with  the  exception  of  the  outlying  farms. 

The  personnel  of  the  cleansing  department  is  10  and 
they  perform  the  following  duties :~

One  workman  carries  out  the  duties'  of  working  foreman 
and  one  carter  is  responsible  for  the  care  and  feeding  of 
the  horses . 

995^  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  lyeon trolled  tipping 
on  land  off  West  Close  Road  and  1^o  is  'burnt  in  the 
destructor.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  tipping 
was  completed  at  Victory  Park  and  it  is  now  handed  over  to 
the  Highways  department  which  is  responsible  for  its 
development. 

Owing  to  the  labour  problem  foid  salvage  recovery  it 
has  been  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  the  re^lar 
collection  of  domestic  refuse. 

The  cleansing  of  streets  entails  the  sweeping  of 
approximately  7 miles  of  road  and  the  cleansing  of 
approximately  1,200  gullies. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  pail 
closets  as  fresh  water  closets  has  greatly  reduced  the 
time  taken  in  this  connection  £3nd  the  demising  of  the 
remaining  pails  ccm  be  carried  out  in  half  a working  day, 

SALVAGE : - 

There  has  been  a general  iiirorovement  in  the  quantity 
of  salvage  collected  but  still  much  more  effort  is  needed 
on  the  part  of  the  householders  especially  in  regard  to 
the  salving  of  bones,  rubber  mid  metal.
